AN ACT relating to the reinstatement of Raymond J. Cannon in 
the practice of law.

member of the bar.

CHAPTER 481. 

AN ACT to create chapter 79 of the statutes, relating to floods 
and flood control. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. A new chapter, to be numbered 79, consisting of 
sections 79.01 to 79.17, is added to the statutes, to read : Chap-
ter 79. FLOOD CONTROL. 79.01 Terms used in sections 
79.01 to 70.17 are defined as follows: 

(1) "Railroad Commission" or "Commission" means the rail-
road commission of Wisconsin. 

(2) "Public corporations" means any county, town, village, 
city, school district, consolidated district, state graded school dis-
trict, free high school district, union free high school district, 
whether any such district is joint or otherwise, board of education, 
board of park commissioners and any other public body empow-
ered to hold property, borrow money or levy taxes. 

(3) "Public service corporation" means any corporation speci-
fied in section 184.01 of the statutes.
